METULLA. - A booby-trapped car 
exploded yesterday afternoon in the 
western sector of south Lebanon, 
north of the security zone, killing the 
driver.

Gorbachev said in a U.S. maga-

But Reagan said Tuesday night 
the research is not a bargaining chip. 

When pressed whether that meant 
he was riding out any deal to give up 
testing or development of ‘"Star 
Wars" weapons, Reagan said, “I 
think that’s a legitimate part of re- 
search and yes, I would rule that 
out" 

Reagan said he would negotiate 
actual deployment of such weapons, 
but his answer ruled out giving up 
any development work short of 
actual deployment. ' 

Gorbachev said in the interview 
that he could accept laboratory re- 
search on such weapons but not field 
testing.

Labour leaders face 
deep rift with Likud

Yitzhak Peretz visits 
Ethiopian protesters

Those who claim' that outside agi- 
tators are behind the present demon- 
stration of Ethopian Jews are them- 
selves pushing the Ethiopians into 
the arms of the Conservative and 
Reform movements and the secular- 
ists, a leader of the Ethiopians, told 
Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz last 
night. 

Peretz, who made a surprise call 
on the Ethiopians encamped oppo- 
site the Chid Rabbinate, invited a 
delegation of Ethiopians to call on 
him today, to discuss the matter of 
the symbolic conversion ceremony, 
which the Ethiopians find degrad- 
ing. He stressed that the chief rabbis 
had already made considerable con- 
ciliatory moves, first by relenting on 
their demand for rerircumdsion, 
and then by relenting on ritual im- 
mersion for all but those about to be 
married. 

Last night on theUfofcwTTV inter- 
view programme , Peretz said that his 
Shas Party regards the Ethiopian 
immigrants as “brothers, our own 
flesh and blood. A number of 
halachic questions have arisen (con- 
cerning their status), but I think that 
with good wil] on all sides solutions 
will be found that will be acceptable 
to everyone.” 

He added that the Ethiopian aliya 
is due injpart to the influence of 


Shas spiritual leader Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef, who told the late premier 
Golda Meir that they should be 
regarded as Jews. 

But Adiso MosaJa. one of the 
leaders of the Ethiopians, told 
Peretz that the community would 
never submit itself to automatic im- 
mersion for all. 

“In the agreement with Prime 
-Minister Shimon Peres, the chief 
rabbis and the Ethiopians last 
month, it was decided that the case 
of each person seeking to be married 
would be considered on its own 
merits," Mosala said. “But when we 
went to the rabbinical courts (to be 
married), the first thing they said to 
us was, ‘Where’s your conversion 
.certificate?’ ” 

Mosaia told Peres that the Ethio- 
pians now want a p anel of their 
kesim (religious elders) to examine 
the lineage of every candidate for 
marriage. Their recommendations 
would be accepted, just as the re-, 
commendations of many Orthodox 
rabbis from abroad are accepted by 
the religious courts. Cases where 
there is a question would be dealt 
with by a rabbinical court. 

He also stressed that much of the 
anger of the Ethiopian Jews con- 
cerned the methods by which 
absorption workers tried to make 
them go through with the symbolic

Mystery plane takes off 
for Nairobi- or does it?

The mysterious DC-8 which ar- 
rived in Israel from Iran on Sunday 
took off yesterday morning. The 
pilots filed a flight plan saying they 
were headed for Nairobi, Kenya, but 
there was no word here on whether 
the aircraft landed there. 

The flight plan, which was telexed 
to the countries enroute, added to 
the mystery. When the DC-8 took 
off from Tabriz, Iran, on Sunday its 
crew said h was headed for Malaga, 
Spain. Over or near Turkey the 
pUots reported they had problems 
with their navigation and com- 
munications equipment and then 
touched down at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port for repairs. 

Officials prevented reporters and 
cameramen from approaching the 
aircraft Spokesmen for the Israel 
Aircraft Industries, a high-security 
company owned by the Defence 


Ministry, said technicians had re- 
paired the antenna of the DC-8's 
radar. However, after the work was 
completed, the crew did not con- 
tinue on its original westward route 
but reported it was heading south. 

Many questions remained un- 
answered. Who owned the plane? Its 
registration, N 421 AG, suggests it 
was owned by the U.S. government, 
a well-placed source here said. 
Another source said he had never 
heard of “International Airlines,’’ a 
Miami-based company which was 
said to own the aircraft, nor was the 
company's name painted on the 
four-engine jet. The Jerusalem Post 
was told. 

It is not dear what an American 
plane was doing in Iran or why the 1 
crew failed to inform Turkish air- 
traffic controllers they were chang- 
ing course. 

The Cypriots tracked the DC-8 to 
Tel Aviv. 


UK calls it quits as Soviets 
expel second lot of Britons 


LONDON (AP). - Britain called it 
quits yesterday after the Soviets 
stretched the war of spy expulsions 
into an unprecedented fourth round 
by throwing out six more Britons. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s government, facing its first 
major diplomatic ruckus since be 
took office March 11, refused to bow 
to British demands that it stop re- 
taliating for the expulsion of alleged 
Soviet spies from Britain. 

A few hours after the six Britons 
were ordered out yesterday, the 
Foreign Office said it would not oust 
any more Soviets. It insisted it was 
not backing down, and that Britain 
had come out ahead. 

Prime Minister Thatcher, on an 
official visit to Egypt, said: We have 
eliminated the core of .their subver- 
sive and intelligence operation in 
Britain, so we shall not respond 
further to their wholly unjustified 
expulsions... I shall try to draw aline 
undent." 


In the rapid-fire series of expul- 
sions, each side lost 31 persons, 
drawing down the number of British 
citizens in Moscow from 103 to 72 
and the number of Soviets in London 
from 234 to 203. 

Britain started the scrap by expell- 
ing 25 alleged Soviet agents last 
Thursday on information provided 
by Oleg Gordievsky, identified by 
the Foreign Office as the KGB spy- 
master for Britain who had recently 
defected and received political asy- 
lum. 

When Gorbachev, then the No. 2 
man in the Soviet leadership, visited 
Britain last December, Thatcher and 
many British officials were impress- 
ed by his style and performance. 

Thatcher said then “I like Mr. 
Gorbachev. We can do business 
together." Asked yesterday if she 
could still do business with him, she 
paused before saying: “Yes, but men 
can be difficult sometimes.”

An air of crisis hung over the 
national unity government last 
night after the Likud ministers 
rejected a face-saving 'formula 
for resolving the dispute over the 
Sinai coastal strip at Taba. 

A special session of the 10-man 
“inner cabinet" ended in deep dead- 
lock. Participants described the 
atmosphere as sombre, with Premier 
Peres hinting unmistakably that the 
existence of the unity government 
was threatened. 

But Labour Party ministers who 
met in Peres’s home until after mid- 
night decided not to force the issue 
to confrontation at this time. They 
are understood to have weighed - 
but rejected -a suggestion that Peres 
resign. 

A source close to Peres added 
pointedly: “This is one of the very 
few possibilities open to him," and a 
source close to Shamir agreed that it 
would be “hard for the prime minis- 
ter to climb down." 

The crisis developed following 
Egypt’s agreement to an old-new 
proposal for tackling Taba: concilia- 
tion which would automatically give 
way to arbitration if conciliation 
tailed to produce a solution to the 
border dispute within a set period of 
weeks. 

Egypt has always insisted on 
arbitration as the process for deter- 
mining sovereignty over Taba, a 
beach-site just south of Eilat. 
Labour agrees with this approach, 
but the' Likud has always preferred 
conciliation. Both processes are 


mentioned in the peace treaty. 

Plainly, the condliation-leading- 
to-arbitratioD formula was' evolved 
as a face-saving device for Vice Pre- 
mier Shamir. It emerged from recent 
intensive consultations with top 
Egyptian policymakers - including 
two meetings between President 
Mubarak and Peres’s director- 
general. Aluf (Res.) Avraham 
Tamir. 

But just as plainly, Shamir yester- 
day spurned the preferred fig-leaf. 
“That's all it is.. . a fig-leaf." the vice 
premier and Likud leader told the 
inner cabinet. 

He pointed out that under the 
proposal, while Israeli, Egyptian 
and American officials would be 
sitting at the ostensible conciliation 
process, others would already be 
drafting the compromis for the 
• arbitration. 

‘This is not conciliation: it is 
merely using the term conciliation as 
a cover-up (for proceeding towards 
arbitration). Why should we fool 
ourselves?” 

Sources close to Shamir said that 
he has “set the tone" at a meeting of 
the Likud ministers earlier in the 
day, which had unanimously en- 
dorsed this position. 

On the Labour- side there were 
caustic charges that it was riot Sha- 
mir, but Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon (Herat), who was setting the 
tone in the Liimd and that Shamir 
and the others were “lining up be- 
hind Arik.” 

The Likud ministers’ caucus ear- 
lier yesterday decided that the Egyp- 
tian agreement to a conciliation 
phase was worthy of commendation, 
but that the conciliator must be 


assured the conditions and the status 
necessary to discharge his functions 
properly. The conciliator should also 
be granted an adequate period of 
.time in which to operate, the Likud 
ministers said. 

There could be no question, the 
Likud ministers said, of Egypt and 
Israel negotiating the compromis, as 
the terms of reference for arbitration 
are railed, while the conciliator was 
functioning, since this would be tan- 
tamount to an expression of no- 
confidence in the man and his mis- 
sion. 

The ministers said that a concilia- 
tion phase lasting six weeks, which 
was one of the possible periods of 
time mentioned in recent contacts 
between Israel and Egypt, was out of 
the question, since this would mean 
the conciliation process was a fiction 
and the two countries were merely 
going through the motions of con- 
ciliation without taking the process 
seriously. 

One of the Likud ministers told 
The Jerusalem Post: “Any con- 
ciliator worthy of the name will him- 
self suggest a time limit, since he 
would not want to drag the process 
out interminably. The Likud always 
stressed the advantages of concilia- 
tion over arbitration, and hence we 
could hardly turn the Egyptians 
down flat now, but we have to make 
sure that Israel and Egypt both see 
the conciliation process in a similar 
light.” 

The Likud ministers will also sug- 
gest that Egypt be railed upon to 
take the process of return to norma- 
lization of relations further and that

Mubarak to press Reagan on peace talks 


CAIRO (AP). - President Mubarak 
begins a four-nation tour today that 
includes the U.S., where he will 
press for speedier movement toward 
American-sponsored Arab-Israeli 
peace talks. 

The president gave a hint of his 
intentions in a speech Tuesday night 
in honour of visiting British Prime 
Minister Thatcher. * 

“The time has come to enhance 
the move toward peace,” Mubarak 
said. “If we do not move in this 
direction at maximum speed and 


without delay, powers of extremism 
and violence vrill prevail.” 

. Mubarak and top aide Osama air 
Baz, in remarks to reporters in the 
last few days, obliquely criticized the 
U.S. stance in the quest for a pre- 
liminary dialogue between Washing- 
ton and a joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation. 

The Egyptian president begins his 
tour with a brief stopover in Portugal 
before flying to Spain for a state visit 
as the~guest of King Juan Carlos. 
Government officials said Mubar- 


ak will seek increased U.S. econo- 
mic and military aid in talks with 
President Reagan set for next Mon- 
day iri Washington. The aid volume 
for fiscal year 1986 is $2.1 billion. 

In another development Mubarak 
yesterday accused Libya and domes- 
tic opposition of spreading rumours 
to destabilize Egypt. 

In a televised speech at the 
Mediterranean town of Rashid, also 
known as Rosetta, Mubarak ridi- 
culed a rumour that he had recently 
escaped an assassination attempt. 


Thatcher, in Amman, boosts Hussein plan 


AMMAN (Reuter). - British Prime 
Minister Thatcher arrived in Jordan 
yesterday and gave immediate sup- 
port to King Hussein's Middle East 
peace initiative and for Palestinian 
rights. 

Thatcher, the first British premier 
to visit Jordan, flew here after two 
days in Egypt and talks with Presi- 
dent Mubarak on the Middle East. 
She was met on arrival by Jordanian 
Prime Minister Zeid Al-Rife’i. 

In a speech at a banquet given in 
her honour by the king, she Said time 


is running out for.the Hussein initia- 
tive, which both she and the king 
agreed must get under way bv the 
end of 1985. 

“Peace cannot come if large num- 
bers of people in the occupied terri- 
tories are denied the possibility of 
living under a system and govern- 
ment in whom they can have confi- 
dence,” she said. 

In a speech welcoming Thatcher 
to Jordan, Hussein said that “the 
encouragement which our peace in- 
itiative has received from friendly 


Athens gunman kills Arab publisher 


ATHENS (Reuter). - A gunman 
yesterday shot dead the publisher of 
an Athens-based Arabic-language 
magazine which had criticized Arab 
governments and written of an 
alleged plot to overthrow the Syrian 
president, police said. 

They said they were questioning a 
man but gave no details. No one has 
claimed responsibility for the attack. 

Friends of 37-year-old Michel 
Nimri, who published the magazine 
Annashm said he was of Jordanian 
origin and a personal friend of Pales- 
tine liberation Organization leader 
Yasser Arafat. PoHce said he held a 
Syrian passport. 

Annashm , a small circulation 


magazine published in Greece for 
two years, wrote last month that 21 
Syrian Air Force lietenants were 
sentenced to death in July after a 
plot to overthrow Syrian President 
Hafez Assad was uncovered. 

In' Damascus, the Arab Journal- 
ists Federation strongly condemned 
the murder and called on the Greek 
government to bring the killer and 
those behind him to justice, federa- 
tion officials said. 


European countries, especially the 
United Kingdom, justifies our ex- 
pectations of continued support for 
it. In the interest of security and 
peace, we hope this support would 
grow into a collective European 
effort." 

Post London Correspondent adds : 

Britain will secure a large defence 
sales contract within a few days when 
Jordan finalizes orders worth £270 
million to coincide with Thatcher's 
visit to Amman. 

The Times of London revealed 
details of the transaction which will 
include sophisticated equipment of 
types formerly bought in the U.S. 

Items to be supplied include 
elctronic equipment, anti-aircraft in- 
stallations, fast patrol boats, and a 
field hospital. 

Because Britain is facing intense 
competition, especially from France 
and the Soviet Union , special credit 
arrangements have been made to 
entice the Jordanians, the report 
said. 

Thatcher is determined to secure 
export orders so as to decrease un- 
employment in her country in the 
run-up to the next general election. 


Garbo talks, says she’s 
‘homesick for Sweden’ 

STOCKHOLM (AP). - Movie star 
Greta Garbo who turned 80 yester- 
day told a Swedish journalist that she 
is “homesick for Sweden.” 

Sven B roman, 63, a Garbo biog- 
rapher and veteran magazine pub- 
lisher, said the Swedish-born beauty 
of Hollywood golden-era films in the 
1920s and 1930s “fears the commo- 
tion that would follow on her return 
after years of absence.” 

“She wants to be left alone,” he 
told reporters in Malmo in southern 
Sweden. Several accounts of Bro- 
man’s news scoop were published in 
Swedish newspapers yesterday.

Hie Nature Protection Society has 
asked Agriculture Minister Arye 
Nehamkin to reject the proposal of 
the Veterinary Service to kill off all 
the deer in the Ramat Yissachar area 
west of the Kinneret, and to concen- 
trate deer herds on the southern 
Golan Heights.

Deputy Prime Minister Shamir 
is scheduled to come to Washington 
from the UN to meet with Secretary 
of State George Shultz. 

The Americans are hoping that 
this series of meetings will give new 
life to the peace efforts. Murphy 
insisted that Jordan, Egypt and 
Israel are each strongly interested in 
getting new talks off the ground. 

“Perhaps the most striking 
observation of my recent trip was the 
depth of commitment to the search 
of peace in each of the three coun- 
tries - Israel. Egypt and Jordan,” he 
said. “All of the leaders with whom I 
consulted are aware that we are 
engaged in a process with no easy 
route to success. There are signifi- 
cant differences in the political en- 
vironments in which each must de- 
velop its policies. Yet in each capital, 
despite the enormous risks involved, 
I found a genuine -reluctance to close 
any door as long as there was a 
chance it might lead to peace.” 

Murphy, in response to question- 
ing. also said that the administration 
could be expected to submit to Con- 
gress major new weapons sales for 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia in the com- 
ing days. He said both countries 
have legitimate defence needs and 
face genuine threats. He was espe- 
cially forceful in defending an ex- 
pected sale of advanced fighter air- 
craft and anti-aircraft missile sys- 
tems to Jordan.

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Army: Military reasons 
preclude appeals court 
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Jerusalem Post Reporter 

OC Central Command Aluf 
. (Maj.-Gen.) Amnon Sbahak argued 
in a petition submitted to the High 
Court of Justice yesterday that "op- 
erative military reasons” outweigh 
other considerations for the estab- 
lishment of a court of appeals to 
review derisions by the military 
courts in the West Bank . 

Shahak’s statement, submitted by 
the State Attorney’s office, comes in 
advance of a hearing on Sunday on a 
petition by Jerusalem advocate Dar- 
wish Nasser. Nasser has won an 
interim injunction ordering the state' 
to show cause why it should not 
establish an appeals instance in the 
military courts system in the territor- 


A decision in his favour would 
have a major impact in the system of 
military justice with which Israel has 
ruled the West Bank and Gaza since 
1967. Under military regulations 
only the officer commanding the 
area is entitled to review the deri- 
sions of the military courts. 

Israel has been criticized on this 
count whenever international bodies 
have reviewed human rights in the 
territories. 

"With the agreement of the chief 
of staff and after weighing the con- 
siderations for and against the estab- 
lishment of an appeals instance, I 
feel that at the present time opera- 
tive military reasons dictate that 
such a court should not be estab- 
lished,” Sbahak wrote. 


Labour and Likud factions

Bar-El ended his rix-month term 
as acting director of TV on Friday 
and announced that be would not 
agree to an extension. 


Irish defence chief tours 
Lebanon, Unifil contingent 


BEIRUT (AP). - Irish Defence 
Minister Patrick Cooney met yester- 
day with bis Lebanese counterpart. 
Adel Osseiran, and was scheduled to 
visit Irish peace-keeping troops in 
South Lebanon, Irish Embassy 
sources said. 

Cooney arrived in Beirut on Tues- 
day for a five-day visit to Lebanon. 

The minister, accompanied by Ir- 
ish Ambassador Jeremy Craig, met 
Osseiran and the Lebanese army 
commander, Gen. Michel Aoun, at 
the Defence Ministry in suburban 
Yarze. 

He was to fly by helicopter later to 
the south to visit the 700-man Irish 
battalion of Unifil. 

Cooney’s visit came amid calls by 


the Lebanese government for the 
renewal of Unifil ’s mandate which 
expires October 19. 

The 10-nation, 5,700-man Unifi> 
has been stationed in South Lebanon 
since Israel’s withdrawal from that 
area in 1978 following its first inva- 
sion of the country. 

Newspapers quoted Cooney as 
telling Osseiran when he arrived that 
he supports renewing IJ nifil ’s man- 
date for another six months if the 
force's presence serves peace- 
keeping efforts. 

Lebanon last week embarked on a 
campaign to bring the five perma- 
nent members of the UN Security 
Council to support its call for renew- 
ing Unifirs mandate. 


Seven charged with defrauding Ista 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Seven men 
were charged yesterday in the magis- 
trate's court here with illegally set- 
ting up a travel company called Ista- 
Lines that fraudulently took over the 
business of Ista, the Israel Student 
Tourism Association. 

Among the defendants are David 
Altman, chairman of the Ista board 
five years ago when the crimes 
allegedly took place; Eliezer 
Hauben, then managing director of 
Ista; Ehud Marom, a member of the 
Ista board; Pinbas Maoz, Ista’s 
counsel; and ZohaxDvorin and Leor 
Kohn, directors of a firm called

other to seek a peace settlement," he 
said, “the U.S. must be prepared to 
respond to the defence needs of 
those willing to take risks for peace.

Murphy also defended Saudi Ara- 
bia’s record. “The Saudis are com- 
mitted to and are seeking a peaceful 
resolution to conflict in the region," 
be said, citing the Fahd peace plan 
and the Fez communique as “signifi- 
cant steps in the evolution of Arab 
attitudes toward the search for 
Arab-Israeli peace.” 

But several congressmen, includ- 
ing Democrats Larry Smith of Flor- 
ida, Bob Torricelli of New Jersey, 
and Mel Levine of California, 
strongly opposed any imminent 
sales. Levine warned that such sates 
could "derail” the peace efforts. He 
predicted “a long and bloody legisla- 
tive fight where ultimately nobody 
will benefit.” 

But Murphy spent a great deal of 
the time seeking to reassure these 
pro- Israeli congressmen that Jordan 
is indeed committed to the notion of 
direct talks with Israel, albeit within 
the context of some sort of “interna- 
tional umbrella.” 

Asked by Republican Ben Gil- . 
man of New York whether Jordan 
has indicated a public commitment 
to the recognition of Israel, Murphy 
replied: “Yes.” 

As part of the recently signed 
1985 foreign-aid authorization 'law, 
Reagan must certify to Congress that 
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Laser that provided services to Ista. 
Also charged was Ya’acov Hinan- 
son. 

The eight-page charge sheet 
alleges that' the defendants commit- 
ted a conspiracy, fraud and breach of 
trust. Among the alleged offences is 
the charge of doctoring the protocols 
of the National Union of Students, 
the owner of Ista, to set up the bogus 
compajfy called Ista-Lines. 

Altman and Marom pleaded not 
guilty, while the others either re- 
quested permission to enter pleas at 
a later time or moved to dismiss the 
charges. 


Jordan is committed to direct nego- 
tiations with and recognition of 
Israel before seeking approval for 
more weapons sales to Jordan. Mur- 
phy indicated that Reagan is now 
prepared to make such a certifica- 
tion based on the public statements 
made by Hussein in recent months. 

In defending Hussein, Murphy 
said the king had broken ranks “with 
the Arab mainstream to restore rela- 
tions with Egypt, making the point 
that no state should be ostracized for 
making peace with Israel.” 

Murphy said Hussein then 
“gained PLO agreement, in the' 
February 11 agreement, to seek a 
negotiated peace with Israel." 

Finally, the assistant secretary 
quoted from a May 29 statement by 
Hussein, while in Washington, in- 
dicating a desire for peace with 
Israel. In that statement, Hussein 
alluded to “non-belligerency” with 
Israel and spoke of direct talks under 
an international umbrella. 

In explaining why the U.S. has 
not yet met with the joint Jordan ian- 
Palestinian delegation, Murphy 
cited two major reasons: failure to 
find acceptable non-PLO Palesti- 
nians for the delegation, and uncer- 
tainty that the meeting will lead to 
direct negotiations with Israel. 

He said Jordan is insisting on a 
minimum of four Palestinians as part 
of the joint delegation. The original 
list of possible Palestinians submit- 
ted by Jordan to Washington in- 
cluded seven names, Murphy said, 
noting that Israel itself had accepted 
the two Palestinians from the West 
Bank and Gaza who were proposed 
- Ai Fajr editor Hanna Seniora and 
Gaza lawyer Fayez Abu Rahrae. 

But the problem has been in 
accepting two others. Hussein is re- 
fusing to provide more names. 

Murphy, in his opening state- 
mem, supported Israel’s commit- 
ment to the peace efforts. He said 
the U.S. and Israel have had “the 
very closest of consultations." 

On other matters, Murphy made 
these points: 

• The U.S. is not concerned about 
stepped-up activities by the PLO in 
Jordan. He defended Jordan’s re- 
cord in fighting terrorism. He said 
the PLO’s operations in Jordan are 
strictly “administrative.’’ PLO head- 
quarters, he noted, remain in Tuni- 
sia. 

• The latest increase, in violence 
on the West Bank was the result of 
both organized activity and spon- 
taneous acts by individuals. The 
U.S. will not be deterred by this 
violence from pursuing peace.

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NRP threat to leave coalition 
over attacks on Rabbinate

TEL AVTV. — The National Reli- 
gious Party warned yesterday that it 
will leave the government if the 
government interferes in the deci- 
sions of the rabbinate concerning the 
Ethiopian Jews. 

Political observers noted that 
powerful pressure is now being ex- 
erted to counter the pressure created 
by the Ethiopians demonstrating 
against the Chief Rabbinate's de- 
mand that they undergo symbolic 
conversion ceremonies before mar- 
riage. It is doubtful that any of the 
other religious parties can afford to 
, be less militan t than the generally 
moderate NRP. If the NR? bolts the 
, coalition over this issue, none of the 
other religious parties can afford to 
remain in it. Though not all tbe 
religious parties support tbe Chief 
Rabbinate, none can agree to poli- 
tical pressures over rabbinical mat- 
ters. 

The NRP ultimatum was issued 
yesterday at what was termed an 
“urgent emergency session of the' 
party’s expanded Knesset faction." 
The meeting was heated. 

Former MK Yehuda Ben-Meir 
urged that the party demand that the 
prime minister forthwith sack 
Absorption Minister Ya’acov Tsur 
for his onslaught against the rabbin- 
ate. Most participants at the meeting 
agreed with the spirit of Ben-Meir’s 
demand. But (or tactical reasons it 
wastlecided to adopt a lower profile 
and to urge Premier Peres to call 
Tsur to order and, if Tsur does not 
desist, to “draw conclusions” about 
his continued membership in tbe 
government, "in view of his con- 
tinuing attacks on the rabbinate in a 

Bonn scraps cultural 
accord with Pretoria 

BONN (Reuter). - West Germany 
yesterday formally cancelled a cultu- 
ral agreement with South Africa des- 
pite a deep division within the gov- 
ernment on the issue. 

As the Foreign Ministry 
announced that a note had been 
passed to South Africa annulling the 
accord, right-wing Bavarian leader 
Franz Josef Strauss charged that his 
party had. been tricked by other 
members of the coalition govern- 
ment. 

Strauss, who bitterly opposes 
sanctions against South Africa, said 
the measure was passed through a 
cabinet session without the requisite 
approval of ministers from his 
Christian Social Union (CSU) who 
were present. 

Strauss is at odds on the issue with 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, a member of the Liberal 
Free Democrats.

matter which is purely religious." 

The NRP likened Tsur’s interfer- 
ence to “an attempt to apply party- 
political pressure on the Supreme 
Court.” The matter, according to 
the NRP, is all the more serious in 
view of the agreement between the 
prime minis ter and the rabbinate 
and the government's commitment 
to the agreement. 

The NRP further stated that it 
perceives “grave danger to the deli- 
cate balance of life in this country if 
political pressure, demonstrations 
and incitement deprive the rabbin- 
ate ofits freedom to decide on purely 
halachic issues, especially those 
which the law clearly stipulates are in 
its domain.” 

The NRP further charges that the 
Ethiopian community is being in- 
cited by the Reform Movement. Shi- 
nui. the Gtizen’s Rights Movement 
and Mapam. 

Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg was authorized to raise the 
matter in cabinet. Burg told the 
meeting that Jewish Agency officials 
“are spending time at the demon- 
stration site instead of busying them- 
selves with the work for which they 
are getting paid. The demonstrators 
are also being aided and abetted by 
politicians who are famous for their 
anti-religious stand. They are ex- 
ploiting the immigrants' naivete and 
inciting them against accepting any 
of the compromises offered them.” 

MK Avner Sdaky told the meet- 
ing that “all those who speak so hotly 
against religious coercion should 
realize that what they are out to do is 
to coerce the rabbinate. The Ethio- 
pians cannot expect us to agree that 
their religious chiefs impose their 
customs on the rabbinate. Those 
who worry about religious coercion 
should be wary of allowing the 
Ethiopians to coerce the rabbinate 
and the Jewish people.” 


IDF investigates 
killing of Gazan 

GAZA (Itim). - The Israel Defence 
Forces have appointed an officer to 
probe the killing on Tuesday night of 
an 18-year-old Gazan by an IDF 
Patrol in Gaza. 

The appointment follows inquiries 
by the International Committee of 
the Red Cross. The ICRC made 
inquiries after an investigation of its 
own, the findings of which apparent- 
ly do not agree with the IDF version. 

According to the IDF. Monzir 
Aziz and another person fled when 
an army patrol requested them to 
halt. The soldiers, according to the 
IDF, fired warning shots into the air. 
When the men failed to stop, the 
soldiers, in keeping with standing 
orders fired at their legs, killing 
Aziz. 

The ICRC spokesman in the Gaza 
Strip said their own inquiry was 
routine, and that their findings were 
being sent to their Geneva head- 
quarters.

The prime minister, speaking in 
low and measured tones, repeated 
his determination not to preside over 
a government paralyzed in the di- 
plomatic arena. 

He was powerfully supported by 
Defence Minister Rabin, who said 
that arbitration was "objectively the 
best way” of determining the true 
international border between Israel 
and Egypt. Rabin said he fnijed to 
understand the logic of the Likud's 
position which seemed to baulk at 
arbitration just because the Egyp- 
tians demanded it. 

Peres implied that Shamir hat/ 
previously agreed ro the essence of 
the proposal now before the inner 
cabinet. But Shamir insisted that he 
had agreed only “to discuss certain 
aspects of it.”

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“ETHICAL ISSUES at the begin- 
ning of life: embryo transfer, gonad- 
al transplantation, infertility man- 
agement, and neonate salvage in the- 
intensive care unit" hardly sounds 
like a crowd pleaser; But when Rab- 
bi Dr. Moses Tendler, scientist, au- 
thor and professor of biology and 
talmudic law at New York’s Yeshiva 
University, presented halachic opin- 
ions on these contemporary prob- 
lems at Jerusalem's Young Israel 
Centre recently, he spoke with the 
kind of comfortable familiarity with 
his subject that leaves room for 
humour, without losing sight of the 


That Halacha can provide direc- 
tion in these new areas - which touch 
on the fundamental interaction of 
Tora and Halacha in the modem 
world - is a source of wonder to 
Tendler. 

“Within the framework of Jewish 
law, God has provided polarized 
choices. In other words, there is no 
middle ground. Something is blessed 
or it's cursed. If you don't know the 
boundaries, you're making up your 
own Tora: You drop this law. You 
simplify that one. As problems be- 
come more complex, there is a 
tendency to let the boundaries be- 
come fuzzy. Once that happens, any- 
thing makes sense. Or, as the scien- 
tists say , ‘If you multiply by Finagle's 
Constant, it’ll come out okay .* " 

On the problem of infertility, 
Tendler notes that marrying and 
having children are central to Jewish 
law. “Jews have one way; there are 
no alternatives,” he says. And be- 
cause survival is a matter of num- 
bers, this is especially acute foy post- 
HoJocaust generations. Still, should 
physicians be permitted to subject 
infertile women to myriad invasive 
procedures involving health risks? 

Halachically, infertility is an 
abnormal condition and patients are 
permitted to take risks to re- 
establish their health. In fact, the 
greater the risk to a patient's health, 
tiie greater the need to do whatever 
is necessary to protect the patient's 
life. So, numerous emotionally un- 
appealing procedures can be sanc- 
tioned if a woman is infertile. 

But Tendler cautions against what 
be terms “social terrorism,'' or the 
need to conform. He cites the new 
phenomenon of- women with over 
five children who haven't conceived 
for several years undergoing inva- 
sive surgical procedures to become 
pregnant, because they are afraid 
they will be accused of using birth- 
control devices. In such cases, 
according to Tendler, a doctor has 
no right to do anything. 


Fertility and Jewish law 

The Halacha places a mother's life above that of the 
fetus she is carrying. Hanna Reich reports. 


Speaking about fetal surgery and 
in' idero procedures — multiplying 
how that fibre optics and ultrasound 
have, revolutionized radiology, 
Tender points out that a doctor 
might suggest an exchange transfu- 
sion if an KMactor problem arises 
with a third child, or a kidney trans- 
plant in utero. Because of the almost 
instantaneous repair processes in a 
fetus and since its immune (and 
hence rejection) system is not well 
developed, possibilities exist in utero 
that disappear as soon- as the baby is 
bom. 

Halachic rulings about the risks to 
the mother and what claims a fetus 
has on its mother’s life are clear-cut. 
Halacha would not compel the mitz- 
va of Caesarean section to save a 
fetus if the procedure was injurious 
to its mother's health. In all cases, 
Halacha places the woman's life 
above that of the fetus she Is car- 
rying. 

Tampering with fertilization raises 
'numerous questions. In the fairly 
ample case of non-husband artificial 
insemination, the halachic decision 
is that the child is the son (or daugh- 
ter) of the donor. “While sperm 
banks are generally discouraged by 
rabbis, there is no violation of moral- 
ity in their use, and no question of 
adultery,” Tendler says. “You can't 
commit adultery with a hypodermic 
needle.” 

Two successful cases of gonad 
transplants involved identical twins, 
with no biological rejection. A 
brother donated one of his testes to 
his infertile brother, who subse- 
quently impregnated his own wife. 
When tiie child was bom, was it the 
husband's son or his nephew? 
Halachically, it was the husband’s 
son, because he had been physically 
involved in its conception. “The man 
nourished his testes, causing new 
sperm to be formed. So the sperm 
that fertilized the wife's ovum can be 
considered as if it were tiie man’s 
own,” says Tendler. This is dearly 
different from non-husband artificial 
insemination. 

What is referred to as in vitro 
fertilization does not actually take 
place in a test tube. An ovum is 


mechanically removed from one of a 
woman's ovaries and placed in a 
petri dish, where it is fertilized by 
sperm taken from her husband. 
Once fertilization has occurred, the 
ovum is returned to the woman's 
body. The procedure is risky and 
expensive, but halachically accept- 
able. 

Embryo transfer (called "E.T.” in 
the business) is something else 
altogether, and poses questions 
Tendler frankly admits Halacha has 
not yet come to grips with, and which 
he rather wishes would go away. 
Embryo transfer is used to deal with 
situations where one or both part- 
ners in a marriage are infertile. 

In this procedure, a couple has 
sexual relations and once conception 
has occurred, the entire contents of 
the pregnant woman’s uterus is 
washed out and placed into the uter- 
us of another woman, who cannot 
conceive because of either partner’s 
infertility. This procedure has a 40 
per cent success rate, and is replac- 
ing in vitro fertilization as a prefer- 
red method. 

“These procedures are evidence 
of the change in our psyches,” Tend- 
ler observes. “In vitro fertilization 
utilizes the wife's ovum and the 


after several months and great ex- 
pense, it becomes clear that a baby 
mil be permanently brain-damaged, 
or in other ways significantly less 
than capable of fonctioning indepen- 
dently. Is it worth the expense? 

Tendler says that to answer with 
an automatic “no” is to put a price 
tag on people, and “Halacha is not 
prepared to discount a human being 
because of any defect.” An answer 
of no might, for instance, place a 
lesser value on a cerebral-palsied 

person than on a non-afflicted one, 
and this runs completely counter to 
Halacha. 

On the other hand, even if the 
answer is yes, many people cite the 
problem of money as a reason not to 
save a life. Tendler points out that 
expensive procedures like heart 
transplants in Israel affect funding 
resources for other vital services - 
for example tipat halav mother-baby 
clinics. 

But the halachic decision is based 
on a different question altogether: Is 
it worth performing numerous in- 
terventions on someone who will still 
suffer major problems and further 
surgery afterwards, and may experi- 
ence continuing pain? Halachic deci- 
sions in cases like these are never

The woman behind the MPH 
programme is Dr. Hava Palti, direc- 
tor of the maternal and child health 
unit of Hadassah’s Department of 
Social Medicine. Palti lectures ex- 
tensively on self-help preventive 
health programmes in Third World 
countries and personally supervises 
an early stimulation programmes for 
poorly educated, low-income 
mothers to measure and promote 
child development. 

This programme, known as Prod 
(child development in primary care) 
teaches mothers to facilitate de- 
velopment by providing appropriate 


environmental stimulation. Hun- 
dreds of foreign professionals have 
taken the programme back to their 
native countries for pilot-testing and 
implementation. 

Under Palti’s directorship. Prod 
was first pilot-tested at the Hadassah 
Medical Organization's Kiryat 
Hayovel community health centre, a 
family facility serving some 15,000. 

Prod with the emphasis on preven- 
tive rather than curative care, was 
incorporated into the centre's daily 
routine. The programme proved 
“marvellously effective” when 
tested against a control group, says 
Palti, and today the Kiryat Hayovel 
centre serves as a model for Third 
World developing communities. 

Two family health care centres, 
patterned closely after the Kiryat

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Hayovel model, were established in 
Thailand some four years ago under 
the aegis of Hadassah’s Department 
of Social Medicine and funded by the 
Consortium for Community Self- 
Help, a group of American Jewish 
organizations interested in commun- 
ity projects in developing countries. 
The rural health training and re- 
search centre of Sung Noen and the 
neighbourhood health clinic at Din 
Daeng were officially organized by 
Bangkok’s Mahidol University 
along with former graduates of the 
Hadassah MPH programme, 
although Palti and colleague Helen 
Pridan had a hand in it from black- 
board p lanning through fruition. 

The Sung Noen centre, some 200 
kilometres northeast of Bangkok, 
caters to eight rice-farming villages, 
whose inhabitants annually, earn an 
average of $200. Before the project, 
villagers wasted days travelling to 
distant medical facilities; those who 
couldn't afford to travel for medical 
attention would suffer greatly from 
constant neglect. The Din Daeng 
efinic serves some 100,000 people 
crowded together in possibly tiie 
worst slum area of Bangkok. In 
addition to a central neighbourhood 
facility for primary health care, the 


project has built six new public hous- 
ing complexes. . 

Although tiie . two Thai centres 
differ greatly in structure, approach 
and environmental conditions, their 
purpose is identical: to provide ac- 
cessible, appropriate and continuous 
health care at litte or no cost. 

Like foe Knyat Hayovel centre, the 
Thai clinics offer care for infants, 
pregnant women and nursing 
mothers. They concentrate on di- 
agnosis of growth of development 
while combating anaemia, infectious 
diseases and other growth-stunting 
illness. After nearly four years of 
active treatment and wide-spread 
community awareness of these two 
Thai health centres, the infan t mor- 
tality rate has decreased to 35 out of 
1 ,000 births. 

Palti is extremely satisfied with the 
progress made in Thailand and be- 
lieves the Israeli endeavours there 
are directly linked to improved di- 
plomatic relations between the two 
countries. 

“And snch is the case with all our 
graduates,” says Palti, “The more 
students that are able to participate 
in the programme, the more good- 
will ambassadors we amass in the 
developing countries. ” 

But the overall MPH programme 
has come to a standstill due to lack of 
funds. In fan, next month marks the 
second year that the programme is 
not being offered by the department 
“We have 16 applicants,” says Palti. 
“But as it now stands, there will be 
no course.”

is compounded by the dissolution of 
the consortium which funded the 
Thai projects. At the end of this 
year, those too will fall by the 
wayside unless other benefactors 
turn up. 

• Palti is wary about the Thai cen- 
tres’ ability to function on their own. 
“Perhaps the Din Daeng clinic will 
survive because of its proximity to 
Mahidol University, but the outlook 
for Sung Noen is dim,” she says. 

Paid, who represented public 
health in Israel at the recent Interna- 
tional Conference on the Status of 
Women in Nairobi, has witnessed 
the results of heT work first-hand. 

Palti recalls how, during a heated 
debate at Nairobi between a pro- 
PLO spokeswoman and herself ab- 
out alleged discrimination in medical 
services and educational opportuni- 
ties in Israel, a young Kenyan doctor 
introduced himself and addressed 
the floor. 

“I have just returned from a year’s 
study of public health in Jerusalem," 


he said, “where I personally prac- 
ticed in West Bank health clinics and 
administered care to Palestinian 
- families. I did not note any of the 
so-called discrimination to which the 
speaker refers." 

The Kenyan speaker of the MPH 
programme is just one example of 
the impact informed third parties 
can have in discussions concerning 
Israel's role in the Middle East. The 
small victory in Nairobi can happen 
in Jamaica, Honduras or Zambia, 
Palti believes, as long as Hadassah’s 
programme and others like it con- 
tinue to bring foreign students to 
experience Israeli life first-hand. 

In the meantime, Palti and the 
department of Social Health are bid- 
ing their time, working to improve, 
even further their Kiryat Hayovel 
model centre and hoping for funds to 
cover the many worthwhile projects 
put on hold because of lack of 
money.

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Defence cutbacks may cost 8JOO jobs

TEL AVIV. - Procurement cut- 
backs by the Israel Defence Forces 
are jeopardizing the jobs of 8,200 
persons employed in various indus- 
tries, such as Rafael, the military 
industries and Israel Aircraft Indus- 
tries, it is learned from highly-placed 
sources in the Defence Ministry. 
This is about 10% of all the people 
employed by these industries. 

However, since there is expected 
to be an increase of about 20% in 
exports from these industries during 
'the next 12 months, many of these 
8,200 frill not lose their jobs. The 
export orders will probably be con- 
centrated in a few industries, and 
thus some companies may face se- 
vere manpower reductions; others 
none at all. 

In addition, a reduction in con- 
struction by the Defence Ministry 
will jeopardize the jobs of another 
2,100 building workers. The IDF is 
also cutting back its own personnel 
by about 3,000 persons, it is learned. 
(Some of these are civilians.) 

All these steps are being taken in 
line with the reduction of expendi- 
tures throughout the country: other 
economies concern the type of food 
served (less meat), clothing allo- 
wances, amalgamating some units 
and reducing the manpower in 
others. 

All in all, these steps should cut 
expenditures by about $660 million 
in the current year. Of this amount, 
$330m. will be a direct cut, while 


another $330m. will be achieved by 
“absorbing” rising costs in various 
fields. 

It was pointed out that “although 
there may be some fat left in the 
security set-up, it was a very thin 
layer." Any further cuts could be 
detrimental to the country’s secur- 
ity. it was said, especially since the 
Syrian armed forces today were 
, stronger than both the Syrian and 
Egyptian armies combined on the 
eve of the Yom Kippur War. But this 
did not tell the entire story, for 
“adjustments” would have to be 
- made in the light of future develop- 
ments in die MicMfe East such as an 
end to the war between Iran and 
Iraq. 

Defence Mins try sources pointed 
out that load security expenditures 
(as distinct from foreign help) consti- 
tuted only 14% to 15% of the Gross 
National Product, a percentage 
which had not changed in many 
years. Therefore, there was no 
reason for anyone to believe, as 
many did, that the security burden 
prevented the GNP from growing.* 

In addition to local security ex- 
penditures. which were some 
$2,600m. in the current year, the 
country would receive $l,400m. in 
American help this year, which 
would rise to $ 1,700m. in 1986, and 
to 51,800m. in 1987. 

However, the current load secur- 
ity budget included some 5150m. 
from the 5 1,400m. in U.S. help, 
since this 5150m. could be spent in 
shekels in Israel. Nor did these sums 
include another 5250m. last year 
(and another 5250m. this year). 


which the Americans had earmarked 
for the prototype of the Lavi fighter 
plane. 

The Defence Ministry tried its 
best to place its U.S. orders financed 
with American aid with companies 
which would subcontract part of the 
order with Israeli companies. But 
this was not always possible, 
although the American aid grants 
included such a requirement. In all, 
Israelis should have been able to 
pick up in the past years about 
S2,QQ0m. in such subcontracting 
orders. But often the Americans 
delayed placing orders, since they 
were not interested in exporting 
American joW to Israel. Thus, only 
$800m. -5900m. worth of such sub- 
contracting orders had been 
awarded locally during all the past 
years, and of this, only about 5150m. 
in orders was now being filled. 

As a way of increasing its financial 
resources, the Defence ministry is 
now interested in selling shares in its 
companies, although control will re- 
main with the ministry. At present, 
Elta is preparing to fit into this 
category, and it is possible that other 
companies, perhaps even Israel Air- 
craft Industries (a government com- 
pany), will follow suit. 

As for the future of Beit She mesh 
Engines, the government will try to 
sell part of the company to cover its 
pressing debts (it will soon operate in 
the black due to its arrangement with 
Pratt & Whitney.) This was prefer- 
able, it was said, to putting the 
company in receivership, or having 
the government pay off its outstand- 
ing debts. 


Abie clinches big 
cancer drug deal

‘TEL AVTV. - The Abie phar- 
maceutical company will increase its 
export of anticancer drugs by 50% - 
from about 510 million a year to 
$15m. - as a result of an agreement 
signed recently with American Hos- 
pital Supply Inc. 

This large American firm will dis- 
tribute Abie products in several hun- 
dred U.S. hospitals and clinics.- 
According to Abie officials this is the 
first time Israel-made pharmaceutic- 
al products are being marketed in 
the U.S. under the Israeli company's 
own name. 

Abie’s advantage over American 
.producers in the anticancer drug 
market, a spokesman said, is that the 
company produces a wide range of 
drugs to treat different kinds of can- 
cers.

Morocco reschedules $1 billion in debts 


PARIS ( AP). - Senior officials of 11 
non-communist industrialized na- 
tions have agreed to allow Morocco 
to reschedule part of its govemment- 
to-govemment and officially guaran- 
teed debt. The French Economics 
Ministry said yesterday 

Participants at Tuesday's Club of 
Paris meeting said the amount in- 
volved was in the region of 51 billion. 
The club is an informal grouping of 
officials from creditor governments 
that meets to examine debt resche- 
duling requests. 

Officials were present from Au- 
stria, Belgium, Britain, Canada, 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Japan, The Netherlands, Spain, and 
the U.S. 

The extension of the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) facilities fol- 
lows the adoption by the Moroccan 
government of an austerity program- 
me aimed at trimming the country’s 
chronic trade and budget deficits. It 
clears the way for Morocco to final- 
ize arrangements with foreign banks 
to reschedule part of its private debt. 

The creditors agreed to let Moroc- 
co roll over 90% of its repayments of 


principal and interest on its 
sovereign debt over nine years, in- 
cluding a four-year grace period. 
The accord covers debts maturing 
between September 1985 and Febru- 
ary 1987, as well as arrears accumu- 
lated since the beginning of this year, 
while Morocco was negotiating an 
extension of its standby facility with 
the IMF. 

Morocco’s total outstanding fore- 
ign debt amounts to more than 
S13b., malting the kingdom one of 
the most indebted African nations. 


British aid to Egypt 
to re vive Sinai coal mine 

CAIRO (Reuter). - Britain mil pro- 
vide £12.5 million in aid to Egypt to 
revive a coal mine in the Sinai desert 
under an agreement signed yester- 
day, British officials said. 

The aid covers 25 per cent of the 
costs of a £50m. project to rebuild 
the Meghara coal mine in north 
Sinai, which has not been operated 
since Israel seized the area during 
tiie 1967 war.

Japan 2nd-largest donor of foreign aid 


TOKYO (AP). - Japan, the second- 
largest donor of foreign aid in the 
world, set a target yesterday of pro- 
viding more than 540 billion to needy 
countries in the next seven years. 

The plan calls for aid in 1992 to 
reach an amount double the 1985 
figure, which is expected to be S4b. , 
said Yosbio Tanabe, assistant direc- 
tor at the aid policy division of the 
Economic Cooperation Bureau. 

Judge criticizes 
moonlighting by 
civil servants 

HAIFA (Itim). - Civil servants who 
moonlight while on the job were 
roundly criticized recently when 
Judge Haim Pizam sentenced the 
head of the Kiiy at Yam maintenance 
department, Mattityahu Sudan, 53. 
for stealing property from the local 
council, for fraud and for violation of 
trust. 

Sudan was given 20 months in jail, 
18 of them suspended, and fined 
IS50,000 in addition to being 
ordered to pay court costs. 

A search of his private storeroom 
in December 1983 uncovered tools 
belonging to the local council. 

He was also found guilty of doing 
private work in his daughter’s borne, 
which lasted three hours, when he. 
should have been at work in his 
department. 

“Civil servants who do private 
jobs dining working hours without 
permission of their employers 
violate the trust put in them,” Judge 
Pizam said. 

Sudan admitted to having forged a 
document that said the tools were in 
his possession with the local coun- 
cil's permission.

Hiroshi Ota, deputy-director 
general of the Economic Coopera- 
tion Bureau m Tokyo, stressed that 
needs differ among developing 
countries. “Japan is sending increas- 
ing amounts of food and agricultural 
aid to Africa, but in such highly 
developed countries as Korea and 
Malaysia, we try to develop the 
infrastructure and transportation,"

' Last year, Japan overtook France 
and became the second-largest 
donor nation, with S4.3b. in over- 
seas aid, Ota said. The U.S. gave 
S8.7b., France 53.8b., and West 
Germany 52.8b. 

Japan has been criticized, however, 
because last year it ranked 11th 
among 17 advanced donor nations, 
when aid is expressed as a percen- 
tage of Gross National Product. 
Japan's figure was 0.35%, Ota said, 
but will rise to 0.4% by 1992, accord- 
ing to official projections.

American salaries highest 

in the world, Swiss bank says 


NEW YORK (AP). - Cooks earn 
the most in Caracas. Venezuela, 
engineers and bank tellers do best in 
Jedda. Saudi Arabia, but overall, 
salaries are highest in the U,S-, 
according to a survey released 
yesterday. . 

At the s ?r ne rime, some U.S. cities 
rank among the world’s most expen- 
sive to live in. Union. Bank . of 
Switzerland said. 

The figures, compiled by the bank 
during the first half of 1985, are 
contained in its sixth worldwide sur- 
vey of prices and earnings in 49 
major cities. New York, Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Houston were 
included in the survey of Prices and 
Earnings around the Globe. 

Measured on a scale of costs for 
119 goods and services, Lagos, 
Nigeria, was the most expensive city 
to live in, with Tokyo and New York 
ranked second and third. They were 
followed by Abu Dhabi, United 
Arab Emirates, Manama, Bahrain, 
Chicago, Houston, Jedda, Oslo and 
Los Angeles. 

Lisbon, Rio de Janeiro, Istanbul 
and Bangkok were at the bottom end 
of the scale. 

The study surveyed earnings in 
terms of weighted average hourly 
wages in 12 occupational categories. 
New York, Los Angeles, Chicago 
and Houston were the four cities 
with the highest average pay. the 
survey said without giving specific 
figures. 

“The average worker in New 
York earns 42% more than a worker 
in Zurich or Tokyo and more than 
twice as much as the average worker 
in Paris,” it said. 

In terms of the world’s best aver- 
age take-home salaries for specific 
job categories, the survey found that 


teachers made S 21 JJCW. a year and 
department managers in 

Abu Dhabi ; engineers made 54^. ,sX) 
and bank tellers $29,400 1 n Jedda. 
and cooks earned $30^>00 in Cara- 
cas. . . 

People in the developing nations 
in Africa and Asia generally came: 
and spent less than those elsewhere, 
with pay lowest in Bombay, Manila, 
and Jakarta. 

The glaring exception was Lagos. 
Nigeria, with a cost of living four 
times that of Bangkok, the cheapest 
city. L ag os was near the bottom m 
most of the dozen categories of wage 

earners in the study. 

Goods and services ui Lagos, ex- 
clusive of rent, cost 52.010 monthly, 
followed by Tokyo, 51.790; New 
York. 51.600. and Abu Dhabi, 
51.580, the report said. 

A medium-priced three-room 
apartment in Lagos cost 5460. while 
in New York the most expensive 
U.S. city, the rent was 5 ! .050. 

The least expensive apartments 
were 5100 in Bangkok. 590 in 
Buenos Aires and 580 in Jakarta, 
three cities at the bottom of the pay- 

scale. . . . f 

The four most expensive cities tor 
food were Lagos. 5650 monthly; 
Tokyo, $624; Seoul. South Korea, 
and Jedda, both at $395. 

In terms of purchasing power, the 
report found workers in extreme 
southern and northern Europe the 
best off. The most favourable ratio 
was in Lisbon, followed by Helsinki, 
Madrid, Athens, Dublin and Stock- 
holm. 

The lowest-paid wage earners in 
the survey were construction work- 
ers in Bombay, taking home only 
$500 a year.

When Arab guards noticed suspi- 
cious movement, the gang members 
fled, leaving behind evidence which 


eventually led to their arrest.

MK wants Black Hebrews out

BEHRSHEBA. - MK Dov Shilans- 
ky (Likud), chairman of the Knes- 
set’s Interior Committee, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that he will 
introduce a motion for the deporta- 
tion of the Black Hebrews in the next 
session of the Knesset after the holi- 
days There are 1,500 Black Heb- 
rews in the Negev towns of Dimona, 
Arad and Mitzpe Ramon. 

“All my darkest predictions about 
the cult have come true,” Shilansky 
told The Post. “They’ve turned to 
crime . and want to expand. They are 
increasing, but cjuietly, without fan- 
fare. There is no way to cheek up on 


them. They virtually have a state 
within a state in Dimona.” 

Dimona Mayor Eli HUleli said 
that an inter-ministerial committee 
on the matter has recently been set 
up with the backing of the Prime 
Minister's Office and the Interior 
Ministry. However, a spokesman for 
the Prime Munster’s Office told The 
Post that there is no such committee, 
and the Interior Ministry has also 
denied its existence. 

HflJelisaid that the committee is in 
touch with American officials about 
seeking ways to deport the Amer- 
ican blacks, “but it's being done 
tactfully. I’m awaiting developments , 
any moment.” 


China may soon give visas 
to Israeli passport-holders

China may soon grant visas to 
Israeli tourists' travelling on an 
Israeli passport. 

Eddie Freudmann of Aviv Tours 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that tomorrow he is submitting the 
documents for the first Israeli signed 
up on his 24-day tour of China in 
October. The tour is being arranged 
by Jules Vemes Tours of London, 
which recently sent a telex advising 
him that the Chinese authorities in 
London had agreed to grant visas to 
Israelis. 

Three months earlier, Freudmann 


said, he was told at the Chinese 
Consulate in London that no visas 
would be extended to Israeli 
passport-holders. So far. the com- 
pany's tours to China have been 
advertised as “for foreign passport- 
holders only.” although virtually all 
of those taking part in the tours have 
listed Israel as their place of resi- 
dence. 

Although this is evidently the first 
instance where Israelis may be 
admitted as tourists, holders of 
Israeli passports have in the past 
entered China under the category of 
experts under special arrangements.

Court bars road in J ewish cemetery 
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HAIFA (I tiin). — An 11-year legal 
battle ended this week when the 
district court here ruled that a dis- 
puted plot of land in PeJri’in, a 
village in western Galilee, is the site 
of an ancient Jewish cemetery, and 
that as a result the local council may 
not pave a road through it. 

The dispute oyer the 13-dunam 
plot of state land began in 1974 when 
the Peki’in local council tried to have 
the plot registered as its own. Pe- 
ki’in, inhabited mostly by Druse and 
Christians, reportedly has had Jew- 
ish residents since the Second Tem- 


ple period. 

The Zinati family , the village’s 
only remaining Jewish family, is 
charged with looking after the 
cemetery by the Religious Affairs 
Ministry, and contested .the local 
council’s bid. The Zinatis claimed 
that the cemetery dates to the time of 
the Second Temple. 

The court found that a Jewish 
cemetery did exist on the site and 
that it bad been .'used as late as the . 
1930s. It also held that the lantK 
belongs to the state. 


Judge David WaJiach yesterday re- 
jected an appeal by foe police to 
keep in custody Hadassah Monsah, a 
key suspect in a multi -million-dollar 
bank embezzlement. He said that 
whatever her role in foe embezzle- 
ment, foe evidence indicates that she 
fod not take any money for herself. 

Monsah served as acting director 
of foe North American Bank before 
foe fraud was discovered in foe 
bank’s Jerusalem office. Former 
branch manager Moshe Stern, who 
is suspected of having pocketed the 
money, has fled foe country. 

She was released last week on 
IS100 million bail, but foe police 


custody. In their appeal foe police 
said that she was not cooperating in 
the investigation.

Youth AJiya chairman Uri Gor- 
don yesterday appealed to Ethiopian 
Jewish leaders to keep foe commun- 
ity's children out of “their legitimate 
struggle” and not to take them away 
from their studies.

New anti-diarrhea drug to be available soon

TEL AVTV. - Hydran, a non- 
prescription medicine designed as 
“first aid” against diarrhea, is to go 
on sale in Israel’s drugstores next 
week. 

The Teva Pharmaceutical Com- 
pany developed the product at the 
request of foe Health Ministry since 
until now only one oral rehydration 
solution (ORS), an imported pro- 
duct, has been marketed here. 

At a press conference held here 
yesterday, to introduce foe product. 


Dr. Eli Lasch, director of health 
services in Gaza and an expert on 
diarrhea in infants, said both 
mothers and doctors have to be 
convinced to change their treatment 
of diarrhea. 

Doctors still tend to give antibio- 
tics, he said, though they cannot cure 
diarrhea and often do barm. The 
advantage of foe new product is that 
it can replace lost liquids in the body 
while at the same time dealing 
biochemically with foe toxic causes 
of diarrhea.

Campaign to test dental X-ray machines

500 S.A. troops in raid on Angola 


PRETORIA (Reuter). - South Afri- 
ca said yesterday that 500 of its 
troops are in Angola pursuing Natrs- 
bian guerrillas, and the Angolan 
government charged that South 
African warplanes had made bomb- 
ing raias in support of Angolan re- 
bels. 

A South African army statement 
said Pretoria's troops, split into 12 
groups, are fighting in the Angolan 
bush against hundreds of guerrillas 
of the South West Africa People’s 
Organization (Swapo). 

The raid into southern Angola, 
announced on Monday, is the latest 
incident in a 20-year-old war be- 


tween Pretoria and Swapo. which is 
fighting South African rule of Nami- 
bia (South West Africa). Namibia 
and Angola are neighbours. 

South Africa said yesterday it had 
no alternative but to launch the raid 
into Angola. A commentary on the 
state-owned radio, said South Africa 
had received intelligence reports 
that confirmed an imminent guerril- 
la offensive which would include 
attacks on large towns and other 
residential areas in Namibia. 

The Portuguese news agency 
Anop quoted an Angolan Defence 
Ministry communique as saying that 
18 South African Air Force planes 


had bombed Angolan government 
troops advancing on the main base of 
rebel leader Jotxas Savimbi. 

Savimbi leads the Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola (Un- 
ite), a rebel group supported by 
South African which has fought the 
Marxist government in Luanda since 
Angolan independence from Por- 
tugal in 1975. 

The Angolan media said the South 
African raid was intended to help 
Unite forces under pressure from a 
government offensive. Unita's 
stronghold is in south eastern Ango- 
la, dose to the Namibian border. 


3 shot dead by police in Cape Town riots 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police 
shot to death three people, including 
a 10-year-old girl, in the second 
straight day of rioting in mixed-race 
districts of Cape Town, the South 
African Press Association reported. 

Police confirmed killing two per- 
sons but had no details of a third 
death. 

Elsewhere, crowds of blacks 
threw rocks and petrol bombs at riot 
patrols in anti-apartheid unrest in 1 
nine black and mixed-race 
townships, .and police shot dead a 
black man in one clash. 

Police opened fire on mourners 


with rubber bullets and repeated 
barrages of tear gas after a funeral in 
a Pretoria township for a 4-year-old 
girl who police said was killed by a 
rubber bullet last week while she 
played in her house, a reporter at the 
scene said. 

A policeman was struck on the 
head with an axe as he chased mour- 
ners into a yard, the reporter said. 
The policeman was dragged to safety 
by a colleague under a hail of rocks. 

Earlier, teachers and parents in 
Cape Town had tried to reopen 
schools shut by the government on 
September 6 because of rioting. 


Police fired robber bullets and 
tear gas Tuesday to break up groups 
of students and parents, and arrested 
173 people who tried to reopen the 
schools unofficially, a spokesman 
said. 

Government education officials 
said they hoped to reopen the 
schools on October 1, but would not 
allow students and parents to dictate 
policy. 

The government put the death toll 
in one year of rioting to more than 
660 at the end of August, but a 
private monitoring group said more 
than 700 have died.

Kohl rejected surveillance 
of secretary who defected 
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BONN (Reuier). - Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl personally rejected secur- 
ity surveillance of a secretary in his 
office who has since defected to East 
Germany and is suspected of espion- 
age, a senior government official 
said yesterday. 

Hans Neusel. state secretary in the 
Interior Ministry, told a news con- 
ference Kohl was informed on Au- 
gust 28 there were suspicion against p 
the husband of Heita-Astrid Will- ' 
ner, but he derided against putting 
the couple under full observation. 

“The chancellor said he found 
formal surveillance procedures, in- 
opportune at that time but asked for 
intensive investigations to be carried 
out," Neusel added. 

The government announced on 
Tuesday that the secretary and her 
husband Herbert had defected to 
East Berlin and that a full-scale spy 
probe had been launched. 

Neusel said both be and Interior 
Minister Friedrich Zimmermann 
had been present at the meeting with 
Kohl. 

The chancellor had acted on 
advice from Neusel himself that the 
evidence against the couple was not 
hard enough to warrant a round-the- 
clock watch on them, he added. 

The Bonn government came 
under new pressure over the affair 
yesterday as the opposition Soda! 
Democrats (SPD) renewed demands 
for Zlmmennann’s resignation on 


the grounds that he beats responsi- 
bility for the latest blow to West 
German security. 

The Winners' defection was the 
lastest episode in a spy scandal which 
erupted in early August and has so 
far involved the exposure of three 
well-placed Communist agents and 
the defection of top spy-hunter Hans 
Joachim Hedge. 

Neusel said there had been vague 
suspicions against Herbert Willner 
since 1973. when a Western embassy 
compained that he was asking too 
many questions about deferltc mat- 
ters. Neusel said indications against 
him grew in recent months and in 
May the counter-intelligence service 
first requested permission for full- 
scale surveillance, which inbludes 
telephone bngging.The request was 
refused. 

Meanwhile, former West German 
chancellor Willy Brandt forced to 
resign 11 years ago when a Commun- 
ist agent was discovered in his staff, 
arrived on a visit to East Berlin 
yesterday. 

The Social Democratic Party 
(SPD) chairman, whose Ostpolitik 
marked the start of East- West de- 
tente in the 1970's, crossed the 
heavily-fortified Berlin Wall by car 
and was greeted by protocol chief 
Franz Jahsnowsky. 

He meets East German leader 
Erich Honecker today. 


French defence chief defies 
calls to quit over peace ship 


PARIS (Reuter). - Defence Minis- 
ter Charles Hernu. at the centre of a 
political storm over the sinking of 
the Greenpeace ship Rainbow War- 
rior, yesterday defied calls for his 
resignation and said he wanted to 
establish the truth. 

Hernu, accused Tuesday by Le 
Monde of authorizing the sabotage 
operation or at least allowing it to 
take place and of subsequently 
covering it up, read a prepared state- 
ment to reporters at his ministry. 

The 62-year-old minister pro- 
tested against what he termed “a 
campaign of slander" against the 
French military and repeated his 
denial that he had ever ordered the 
sinking of the Greenpeace vessel. 

Le Monde said an unidentified 
two-man team of French military 
divers had sunk the Rainbow War- 
rior in Auckland harbour on July 10. 
The ship bad been due to lead a 
“peace flotilla" to foe French nuc- 
lear test site on Mururoa Atoll. 

But Hernu denied that foe DGSE, 
the French se£reV service, -had apjf 
agSfats in NStf'ZdSland other tfian 
foe five already known, two of whom 
are in jail awaiting trial. 


Alain Mafart and Dominique 
Prieur face charges of sabotaging the 
Rainbow Warrior and murdering a 
Greenpeace crew member who died 
in foe second of two explosions. 

Hernu said he bore foe responsi- 
bility for sending Mafart and Prieur 
to New Zealand on a mission of 
surveillance. The two agents “have 
foe right to be presumed innocent," 
he added.

Alfonsin wants Falklands dialogue 


BONN (Reuter). - Argentine Presi- 
dent Rani Alfonsin yesterday called 
for a new dialogue with Britain over 
the disputed Falkland Islands and 
said he is hopeful that the two states 
can solve their differences. 

Speaking at a news conference at 
foe dose of a visit to West Germany , 
Alfonsin said he had been encour- 
aged by Bonn's attitude towards foe 
dispute and expected a sympathetic 
hearing during talks in France start- 
ing later yesterday. 

“It is very important to bring ab- 
out a new dialogue (with Britain) 


■and to start negotiations,” he added. 

Alfonsin was scheduled to meet 
British Labour opposition leader 
Neil Kinnock in Paris to discuss foe 
South Atlantic islands, which Britain 
recovered from Argentina in a 1982 
war. British Prime Minister Thatch- 
er has criticized foe planned meet- 
ing. 

Although offidals from both 
states have met to discuss their dif- 
ferences since the war, the talks have 
broken up over London's refusal to 
include the issue of sovereignly over 
foe islands on foe agenda. 


Chinese commemorate J apanese invasion 


PEKING (AP). - One thousand 
Chinese students yelling “down with 
Japanese militarism/' marched 
yesterday to commemorate foe 54th 
anniversary of Japan's invasion of 
China. 

Scores of uniformed police ringed 
Tiananmen Square to seal off the 
demonstration, foe first such public 
display since April 5, 1976, when 


thousands of people protested 
against the radical leftists then in 
power. 

The students said they came to 
protest what they called a resurgence 
of Japanese arrogance, marked by 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Naka- 
s one’s unprecedented visit August 
15 to a Tokyo shrine commemorat- 
ing Japan's war dead. 


Agca outburst at papal shooting trial 


ROME (Reuter). - The trial of 
Turks and Bulgarians accused of 
plotting to kill foe pope resumed 
yesterday with an outburst by papal 
assailant Mehmet All Agca, who 
accused the Vatican and the White 
House of conspiring to dominate.the 
world. 

At the first session after a summer 
break Agca was called to testify in a 
confrontation with Yalcin Ozbey, a 
Turk Agca has said was aware of 
plans to kill the pope on May 13, 
1981. 

Ozbey, who is serving a sentence 
in Bochum, West Germany for 
forgery, was brought to Rotfie to 


testify at the trial, which began last 
May. 

As the questioning began Agca, in 
a loud voice, said foe Vatican and 
foe White House agreed secretly in 
1982 to spread the idea that Bulga- 
rians were behind the assassination 
plans. 

He said Francesco Pazienza, an 
Italian businessman arrested in New 
York this year and wanted on 
espionage charges in Italy, was foe 
main architect of foe plan. He added 
that former U.S. secretary of state 
Henry Kissinger and Archbishop 
Paul Mardnkus, head of the Vatican 
Bank, were also involved. 


leaves Egypt 
for Bahamas 

CAIRO (AP). - Deposed Sudanese 
president Ja'afer Numeiri, a political 
refugee in Egypt since last April, has 
left the country permanently to 
avoid being an embarrassment, an 
opposition newspaper said yester- 
day. 

The weekly El-Wafd said Nntnein 
had flown to foe Bahamas, where he 
will live on an island belonging to 
Saudi Arabian billionaire Adnan 
Khashoggi, known to be a close 
friend. 

Omar Abdel- Attie, attorney- 
general in the government that re- 
placed Numeiri’s regime after it was 
overthrown in a bloodless coup, was 
quoted in a news agency interview 
last week that Numeiri had left 
Egypt for the Bahamas. 

The paper said Khashoggi placed 
his private plane at Numeiri 's dispos- 
al to cany him and a press aide. 
Mohamed Mahgoub, to “one of 
Khashoggi's islands in the Atlantic 
Ocean." It did not say when he left. 

The Saudi billionaire’s name has 
been mentioned in the Khartoum 
corruption trial of Dr. Baha Eddin 
Mohamed Idris, a key Numeiri aide. 
One of tlie charges against him was 
tha t he allowed Khashoggi to “inter- 
fere'’ in Sudan’s political and econo- 
mic life. 


Iran says Kuwait 
has ‘declared war 5 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - A senior 
Iranian official said yesterday that 
Iran considers Kuwait has declared 
war on it by virtue of its direct and 
indirect assistance to Iraq in the 
Persian Gulf war. 

“We cannot have friendly rela- 
tions with someone who helps our 
enemy," a War Information spokes- 
man told a press conference. “This is 
in effect a declaration of war and 
participation in foe war.” 

He said this means Iran considers 
itself free to stop Kuwait-bound 
ships near Iran’s gulf coast. It has 
stopped five so far this month to 
check for and confiscate “strategic" 
goods bound for Kuwait's neighbour 
Iraq. 

IBs statement was the strongest 
official attack on Kuwait since a 
recent” series of editorials in the 
Teheran press sharply criticized it 
for supporting Iraq and for expelling 
Iranians. 

Meanwhile, Iraq said its air force 
hit a “large naval target’’ near the 
coast of Iran on Tuesday night, 
which usually means an oil tanker or 
other merchant _ship v 


Japan to spend 
more cm defence 

TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan yester- 
day approved a five-year defence 
programme which could breach a 
long-cherished rule keeping military 
costs below 1 per cent of its Gross 
National Product (GNP). 

The decision was certain to arouse 
anger among opposition groups and 
some sections of the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party for whom foe self- 
imposed 1 per cent limit had been an 
article of faith since 1976. 

But it was assured of a welcome in 
Washington. U.S. leaders have 
pressed Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone to boost defence spending 
in line with Japan's present-day 
wealth and in recognition of Soviet 
military expansion in the Far East. 

The programme approved at a 
special cabinet meeting set defence 
spending for 1986-90 at 18.41 trillion 
yen (£76 billion), officials said. 

At current economic projections, 
this could amount to 1.04 per cent of 
GNP. Though the margin was small, 
the break with a principle reflecting 
Japan's post-war anti-militaristic 
stance was a sure fuse, for political 
passion.

MOSCOW (Reuter) . - A three-man 
Soviet space crew was yesterday 
heading to join two cosmonauts 
aboard the orbital Salyut-7 station 
and western experts said they were 
likely to assess the station's condi- 
tion following repairs.

TEL AVTV. - Sdtex, the Herzliya- 
based computer graphics firm, has 
announced that it expects its sales 
and earnings for the current quarter, 
due to end on September 30, to be 
below the estimates made by Wall 
Street stock analysts. Rates of 
orders, deliveries and installations 
have been slower than anticipa ted , 
the company said, with the fall con- 
centrated in products for the electro- 
nic and printed circuit board indus- 
tries. 

However, this trend is ascribed to 
temporary postponement of purch- 
ases by Sdtex customers, and does 
not, m the company's opinion, re- 
flect a basic change in demand for its 
major product lines. 

In addition to this problem on its 
demand front, Sdtex also dtes the 
impact of recent government mea- 
sures which cut export incentives 
and R&D support programmes, as 
factors which “may adversely affect 
earnings.’* 


In order to contain expenses, the 
company has imposed a temporary 
freeze on hiring new staff. Since the 
beginning of this year, Sdtex has 
taken some 300 new workers in 
Israel and abroad, while over the last 
two years it has invested heavily in 
automating its production facilities. 

It claims that these investments 
are now beginning to produce re- 
sults, and that die benefits it will 
derive will allow it to make do with 
its current workforce despite the 
growth in its activities which it fore- 
casts for next year.. 

In fact, over the last seven years,. 
Sdtex’s workforce has grown at an 
annual average rate of 35%, but in 
view of the current uncertain trends 
in the economy, chairman Ephraim 
Arazi has decided to reduce toe rate 
of expansion “in good time, while we 
-are still in good shape and toe de- 
mand for our products is strong.*’ 

Sdtex’s stock, which trades on the

HAIFA. - Israel istiying to clinch a 
deal for toe sale of refined oil. and 
by-products to Egypt, Energy Minis- 
ter Moshe Shahal said yesterday. 
The proposal forms part of a new 
policy for running toe oil refineries 
in Haifa and Ashdod. 

Under this policy, which was re- 
cently agreed between toe oil re- 
fineries and toe Energy Ministry, . 
responsibility for meeting Israel’s 
fuel needs will rest with toe fuel 
commissioner. 

Shahal said the commissioner 
would order nearly seven millio n 
tons of refined oil a year to meet toe 
demand of toe economy. But as the ' 
refineries have a crude cracking 
capacity of nine milli on tons, it was 
necessary to find a market abroad 
for the surplus. 

One of toe countries with which 
Israel is negotiating for toe sale of 


part or all of the excess was Egypt, 
he said. 

Shahal, speaking daring a visit to 
toe Haifa Oil Refineries complex, 
said that fuel savings this year were 
expected to reach $300 million. 

About $100 milli on of this sum 
was due to toe drop In world fuel 
prices, a further $168m. was toe 
result of changes in policy over stock 
piling fuel and toe remainder bad 
been achieved by careful purchasing 
- of crude oO on world markets. 

Shahal said Israel was also trying 
to make savings on toe purchase of 
coal for its power stations, and was in 
toe final stages of si gning an agree- 
ment with a South African company. 

Under the proposal Israel would 
pay half the cost of toe coaim foreign 
currency. The re main der would be 
deposited in shekels with toe Treas- 
ury, for toe South African concern to 
purchase Israeli products.

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Feeling at home 

IN A PERVERSE sort of way, the difficulties which the 
Ethiopian immigrants are experiencing with the Chief Rabbin- 
ate are also accelerating their absorption into Israeli society. 

They are learning the ropes: the uses of politics, demonstra- 
tions, the law and the media. They are also learning that they 
are not alone, that a large sector of the population sympathizes 
with their plight and cannot fathom the obstinacy of the rabbis. 
This is especially the case since some renowned rabbinic 
authorities, like the former Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef, stands with the Ethiopians in their conflict. 

Therefore, the issue of whether the Ethiopians must engage 
in a prior act of ritual immersion to dispel all doubt of their 
Jewishness before they can be married in the rabbinic system 
emerges not as an imperative of halacha, but rather as a dispute 
between halachic authorities. And the incumbent chief rabbis 
have chosen to adopt a stringent interpretation. 

On the accumulated evidence of this dispute, there is no 
reason to doubt the sincerity of the chief rabbis. For they have 
already come a long way from their original positions. After the 
intervention of the prime minister weeks ago, they agreed that 
for all other purposes, such as burial, and participation in 
prayer services, the Ethiopians were “full” Jews. But for 
marriage they still insist on immersion. 

This evolution in the chief rabbis’ position has no doubt 
encouraged the Ethiopian community leaders to maintain their 
pressure. For they feel their dignity as a community and as 
fully-fledged members of the Jewish people is at stake. 

Consequently, both sides have boxed themselves in. The 
chief rabbis, anxious about the law, feel they have given as 
much as they can; the Ethiopians, anxious about their status 
and dignity in Jewish society, feel they have been as patient as 
they can. * 

That does not mean a compromise wQl not be found. It will. 
But it will require more agony and agonizing, as is the way with 
all kinds of disputes in Israel. 

The Ethiopians have suggested that a council of their elders 
examine each prospective marriage, and where there is doubt 
about Jewishness, the elders will submit the case to the rabbinic 
courts. Where there is no doubt, the registrars would have to 
accept the applicants as bona fide, jifst as the rabbinic courts 
today accept recommendations from Orthodox Diaspora rab- 
bis. 

Hie chief rabbis, however, want to establish special courts to 
rule on Ethiopian marriage candidates. 

Perhaps in the end a way may be found to merge these two 
positions. 

What is certain to stand in the way of a resolution is meddling 
by political parties, as the NRP sought to do yesterday. 
. threatening to bolt the coalition if the chief rabbinate is subject 
to “coercion” by other parties. 

The NRP is especially incensed at Absorption Minister 
Ya'acov Tsur. who has not hidden his displeasure at the chief 
rabbis. But it is moved particularly by the assumption that had 
the Ethiopians not been “provoked” from the be ginnin g by 
outside agitators - meaning anti-religious groups - they would 
never have made an issue out of the need for immersion. And 
NRP politicians point to earlier Ethiopian immigrants, who 
indeed accepted immersion, as proof. 

The difficulty with that argument is two-fold. The earlier 
groups were smaller and, therefore, less given to organized 
resistance. Thus, their compliance perhaps only expressed their 
sense of vulnerability. Moreover, the Ethiopians themselves 
reject the NRP contention outright, considering it an affront, 
portraying them as mere puppets of outsiders. 

Instead of coming to the aid of the chief rabbis, who it would 
seem genuinely wish to find a way out of the impasse, the NRP’s 
intervention can only make matters worse by making com- 
promise more difficult. For what neither side needs now is for 
compromise to assume the visage of submission. 

Let the NRP politicians, therefore, reserve such prancing for 
their own troubled party affairs. For the chief rabbinate, once 
an NRP province, has long since ceased to be so. It no longer 
needs, nor wants,' their help.

THE DELILA SYNDROME 


YEHEZKEL LANDAU, in his 
“Samson Syndrome” (The Jeru- 
salem Post, August 11). attempts to 
confront “the nuclear sword of 
Damocles hanging over humanity by 
the slenderest of threads.” Howev- 
er, he is mistaken in his reference: it 
was not a thread which held the 
lethal weapon but a single human 
hair. 

I would not split hairs over this 
mistaken allusion if hair was not such 
an important metaphor in the Sam- 
son story. Missing this connection, 
he misdiagnoses the biblical “syn- 
drome” endangering Israel's deli- 
cate position in the international 
balance of atomic terror. 

Mr. Landau asks the Jewish peo- 
ple to identify with the sufferings of 
the Japanese A-bomb victims. Re- 
ferring to the destruction of both 
Temples we commemorate on Tisha 
B’Av, he implores us “to assimilate 
the sufferings of another people, 
closer to us in time but more distant 
in geography and in culture. ” After 
the Holocaust, he acknowledges, 
that might be difficult, especially 
when the bomb was dropped on Nazi 
Germany's ally. 

I lack the expansive and sym- 
pathetic soul Mr. Landau evidently 
possesses. I have not been able to 
intellectually grasp the murder of six 
million souls, let alone emotionally 
assimilate it. After mourning our 
own dead, honestly, how much 
heart-felt empathy can we have for 
those of our enemy? 

There is a difference, and Mr. 
Landau, despite his reference to Bit- 
burg, does not grasp it. It is morally 
debasing to equate civilian casualties 
of a military operation against a 
cruel and aggressive empire, 
whether in Hiroshima or Dresden, 
with those of Bergen-Belsen. The 
Japanese victims were killed indis- 
criminately; our own were killed 
discrimmate/y, as Jews. We have a 
special responsibility to their mem- 
ory. 

But the 1945 apocalypses are. for 
me, inextricably linked. They repre- 
sent aU too dearly the result of man’s 
egotistical and demonic quest to take 
the power over life and death into his 
own hands. They reveal modern civi- 
lization’s descent into the depths of 
barbarism. The birth of Israel is one 
of the only lights that emerged from 
that utter darkness. And the nuclear 
holocaust that now threatens the 
entire world is intimately related to 
the Jewish one. 

Landau seems shocked by an 
archeologist's statement that “if the 
nations of the world could not ensure 


the survival of Israel, then they did 
not deserve to survive either.” He is 
dismayed by Abba Eban’s statement 
that potential enemies should be 
kept guessing about the means this 
nation would employ to defend her- 
self. 

THE PROSPECT of the introduc- 
tion of nuclear weapons into the 
Middle East brings him to the “Sam- 
son syndrome,” a “determination to 
take the whole Arab world (if not the 
rest of humanity) with us into the 
abyss of annihilation.” 

The reference is to the biblical 
Book of Judges, a leaderless era in 
which Philistia ruled Judea. Samson 
destroys the Temple of Dagon, in- 
discriminately taking thousands of 
Philistines into death with him. 
What brought a Judge of Israel to 
commie such an inhuman 
act? Most immediately, the Philis- 
tines had bored out his eyes, bound 
him in chains, and mocked Us God. 
He was led into the courtyard, exhi- 
bited for all the world to ridicule the 
impotence of one - and One - who 
once seemed so strong. 

Mr. Landau wonders whether our 
“subjective sense of being besieged, 
of being ‘a people who dwells alone’ 
could make us so self-absorbed and 
defensive that our psychological re- 
pertoire may lack the healthy capac- 
ity to take even minimal risks for 
peace.” 

He is fearful that we may become 
so cynical, desperate, and vengeful 
that “diplomatic overtures from the 
Arab side may be dismissed as trick- 
ery or mere propaganda ploys.” 

But must one be paranoid to hold 
this view? The latest in the long list 
of Arab “peace initiatives/’ the 
Jordanian - Palestinian accord , is 
precisely that - a cynically calculated 
maneuver to secure American rec- 
ognition of the PLO. 

.What does Mr. Landau consider a 
minimal ” risk, given the unabashed 
maximalism of die Arab states' ex- 
plicit designs on the Jewish State? Is 
our sense of isolation really so “sub- 
jective” when one views the resolu- 
tions of the United Nations, the 
refusal of the nations to recognize 
our capital, the prospect of betrayal 
by our sole remaining international 
ally? 

There is a terrible irony in the feet 
that, 40 years after Auschwitz, the 
Jewish State is singled out as interna- 
tional outcast. Are we realty so wick-

ed, or is the world really so just? 

Must we not finally accept the 
unbearable truth that, however high 
our standards, we will not be res- 
pected or loved or protected? 
Mustn’t we accept the fact that most 
of the United Nations would be all 
too happy to see the Zionist entity 
disappear, and most of the rest 
would be unwilling or unable to help 
us m our time of need? 

ARE WE as blind as Samson in his 
desire for the Philistine woman, De- 
lila? He knew fell well that she 
intended to betray him and help her 
people ro murder him. Repeatedly 
they tried, unsuccessfully. Repe- 
atedly he encouraged them. But 
finally, he told her the secret key to 
his apparently invincible strength. 
She cut bis locks, and his mortal 
vulnerability was revealed. This is 
the Deffla Syndrome: the obsessive 
compulsion to throw oneself on the 
mercy of a merefless adversary . 

Mr. Landau speaks about the fai- 
lure of the Lebanon War to solve the 
"Palestinan problem” by military 
force, conveniently ignoring the feet 
that it was Israel’s destruction of the 
PLO infrastructure in Lebanon that 
has forced the PLO into a ‘diplomatic 
mode. He acknowledges that the 
Palestinians have always opted for 
“everything” and have gained 
almost nothing. 

“Yet, he wonders whether “both 

P ies, sobered by their mistakes. 

manage to entice each other 
toward compromise and co- 
existence?” 

Given the context of the Samson 
story, Landau’s use of the word 
“entice” is telling. There is no evi- 
dence that the PLO has been so- 
bered by its mistakes, only more 
sophisticated in its diplomatic dis- 
simulation. How long will peace- 
loving Israelis go chasing after this 
blood-thirsty, vengeful vamp? It is 
we who should sober up and realize 
tbat as long as the Jewish State 
exists, the Philistines will mean us 
only harm. 

It is strange that Landau, an in- 
formation secretary for the religious 
Oz Veshalom (Strength and Peace) 
movement, speaks about “dual 
sovereignty over Eretz Yisrael.” Is 
this a Jewish concept? The Land of 
Israelis not the Land of Ishmael, nor 
of Esau. The Arabs have 22 coun- 
tries, including the one across the 
Jordan, demographicaliy and geog- 


raphically. Palestinian. They have 
the right to determine themselves 
there, in Arab Palestine. 

ACCORDING to our Tore, the 
west of the Jordan River unto 
the sea belongs to the Jewish people 
alone. Israel is our only home; we 
have nowhere else to go. Our tradi- 
tion enjoins the Jew to protect the 
stranger in his midst, and that we 
must do. But it also warns us not to 
let our guests take control of our 
house, as they did in Samson's time. 

Mr. Landau quotes Rabbi Yoha- 
nan ben Zakkai in the Talmud, 
arguing that his death-bed anguish 
about whether he was bound for 
Paradise or Hell referred to his deci- 
sion imploring Vespasian to spare 
Yavneh rather than Jerusalem. The 
sage had reasoned that the Romans 
could not be expected to spare 
Judea's capital, and th3t it was most 
important that the Jewish spiritual 
tradition be preserved even at the 
cost of its Holy City. 

Mr. Landau acknowledges that 
Israel is not now at the mercy of an 
all-powerful adversary. But he in- 
sists that neither are we in a position 
to “brandish the nuclear sword with- 
out any threat of retaliation in kind” 
- as if we were doing anything of the 
.sort. 

He is quite right that the stakes are 
extraordinarily high, and that the 
fete of the world is in the balance. 
But his call for political and territo- 
rial concessions, while understand- 
able, is badly misguided. 

Political and territorial conces- 
sions mean nothing unless and until 
one party recognizes the basic right 
of the other to exist and renounces 
the intention of destroying it. The 
PLO and most of the Arab world is 
far from this point. Yielding any- 
thing now will be taken as a sign of 
weakness and a major step towards 
the fulfilment of the Palestine 
National Covenant: liberation of 
Jerusalem, dismemberment of 
Israel, elimination of Jews. It means 
Holocaust. 

With his reference to Rabbi ben 
Zakkai. Mr Landau implies that it is 
better for the Jewish nation to be 
defeated than risk the destruction of 
the world by defending itself with 
nuclear weapons. Better, he 
apparently feels, to lose the physical 
Yerushalayim and still retain the 
spiritual one. After all, we have been 
dispersed before and another Yav- 


neh could be found, perhaps in Boro 

park or Shaker Heights. 

But if Israel were to fall, there 
would be nowhere to run. And what 
would we learn, if not that the Jew 
can never find rest and peace in the 
world, and that his existence leads 
ine scap ably to his destruction. Yet 
this our sages guarantee, will not 
happen. The Third Commonwealth 
of Israel will not fall and the Jewish 
people will never again be dis- 
persed. 

MR- LANDAU is afraid. So am I. 
We all are. Gwen the world’s situa- 
tion in -general and Israel s in par- 
ticular, one would be crazy not to be . 
Yet, to be truly brave is nor to lack 
fear but to conquer it. It is not to be 
overconfident but neither is it to give 
in to the enticements of avowed 
enemies and fickle friends. As Ruhbi 
ben Zakkai put it. it is to tremble not 
before mortal kings but only the 
divine King of kings. 

Let us remember the words oi 
King Hezekiah who faced the ter- 
rifying armies of the mightiest 
empire in the world, the Assyrians of 
Sennacherib. They stood, surround- 
ing the walls of Jerusalem, deman- 
ding Jewish surrender, threatening 
merciless slaughter. 

And Hezekiah told his people: 
“Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed of the King of 
Assyria nor for all the multitude that 
is with him. With him is an army of 
flesh but with us is the Lord our God 
to help us and fight our battles. 1 ’ 
[Chronicles 11.32] 

And the Jews believed and did not 
surrender. The enemy was des- 
troyed and Judea did not fall. 

The fate of the world hangs on a 
hair-trigger. Let the Jewish people 
work to maintain the peace, not only 
of Jerusalem but of the entire world. 
Let us recognize the limitations of 
military might and not confuse it 
with moral right. But let our enemies 
beware lest they take restraint for 
weakness.

5, “Many may have lost savings in

AHARON COHEN 


To the Editor of The JerusalemPosi 

Sir, - An illustration on the cover 
of the marring of September 6, 
again on page three accompanying 
Wolf Blitzer's article “Fear of 
spying.” shows pictures of Aharon 
Cohen and Ysrael Beer together 
under the hammer and sickle symbol 
of the USSR Beer was found guilty 
of treason in 1961 and sentenced to 
15 years, dying in prison in 1966. 

- Cohen was originally sentenced in 
1962 to five years under the draconic 
law according to which mere contact 
with a foreign agent without 
“reasonable explanation” was a 
crime. In the wake of public protest, 
the law was revised (1967), exoner- 
ating anyone “proving to the court 
that he neither did nor intended to 
do anything which could damage 
state security.” 

In the Supreme Court, the latter 
position was expressed by Justice 
Witkon, who found Cohen innocent. 
Justice Landau declared that the law 
as it stood was “intolerable” and 
Cohen did not provide secret in- 
formation, but he was guilty by law. 
The sentence was reduced to 30 
months - Cohen actually served a 
year and a half before being par- 
doned by President Shazar. 

In the subsequent Knesset debate 
(March 30, 1967), one MK referred 
to Justice Landau’s “spiritual dis- 
tress” at having to condemn Cohen 
in spite of being convinced that he 
had not passed on secret informa- 
tion. He hoped that such a situation 
would not recur under the amended 
law. The MK’s name - Mcnachem 
Begin. 
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It can be assumed that Aharon 
Cohen, who died five years ago. 
would not have been found guilty 
under the law as revised under the 
impact of his case. In my opinion, 
the illustration does a grave injustice 
to Aharon Cohen's name.

WATER

I am an environmental health en- 
gineer with 52 years of professional 
experience, five of them as consul- 
tant to the Ministry of Health. Ab- 
out 10 years ago, I was involved in an 
investigation of drinking water qual- 
ity in the Krayot supplies and found 
at fee time that an analysis of tb? 
Haifa District laboratory reports in- 
dicated the existence of deficiencies 
which might possibly become health 
hazards. 

In a detailed report dated August 
1976, I outlined my findings and 
made recommendations for institut- 
ing corrective measures. There was 
some talk, but nothing concrete wus 
done.
